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Tho  Guide  to  tho  County  Archives  of  Indiana,  of  v/hich  this  volume  for 
Knox  County  constitutes  a  part,  was  preparod  for  the  primary  purpose  of 
furnishing  officials,  students  of  history  j  ar.d  tiio  citizens  of  tho  com- 
munity with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  ir.  ooneulting  the  oounty 
records.      It  is  also  hoped  the  lnformat ior.  contained  ir.  those  volu.  es 
will  encourage  the  public  ir.  -e-.eral  zo  take  a  greater  interest  ir.  better 
ncasures.       It  is  hoped  the  ir.for  atio    presented  hereir  corcernir.g  the 
present  housing  and  care  o."  rocords  a  d  acrtonvodatior.s  for  persons  Who 
nay  wish  to  conoult  thorn,  Will  prove  to  :.ave  value  for  officials  and  t;.o 
general  citizenry. 

Ti.c  inventory  of  records  v/as  made  during  the  period,  March  13  to  June 
25,  1256,  under  supervision  of       J.  Kagan,  State  Director;  Robert  Middle, 
District  .'Supervisor;  and  John  ?. .  '..  illigan.  District  Research  Editor.  The 
field  workers  were  Lawrence  Burke,  Ralph  Ross,  Cathorino  I.enaugh,  Garnet 
Jurnwroth,  I'.argarot  I  axwell,  and  Earl  V.'ilkes,  all  of  Vinco:    es.

A  oross 
reference  index  following  the  inventory  is  intendod  to  help  the  reador 
lo  -ate  records  with  the  least  effort.

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GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTZL' 

Tho  county  servos  as  o  unit  for  tho  maintononco  of  peaoo  through 
tho  Shoriff;  tho  administration  of  justico  through  tho  judicial  oircuit; 
the  administration  of  welfare  work  through  hospitals,  infirmaries  and 
poor  reliof  systems;  tho  administration  of  publio  works,  such  as  high- 
ways, buildings  and  drainage  systom;  the  imposition  and  collection  of 
taxes;  the  holding  of  elections;  the  administration,  to  a  limited  de- 
greo^of  education;  and  onforcoment  of  State  laws  and  docroos. 

Tho  authority  for  tho  organization  of  Knox  County  is  found  in  the 
Ordinance  of  1787,  which  created  and  provided  a  basic  systom  of  govern- 
ment for  the  Northwest  Territory.     The  Ordinance  provides  that  the  terri- 
torial governor  "shall  proceed,  from  time  bo  time,  as  oircums tancos  may 
rocuiro,  to  lay  out  the  ports  of  tho  district  in  which  tho  Indian  titles 
shall  have  been  extinguished  into  counties  and  townships,  subject  how- 
ever, to  sue'.:  alterations  as  may  thereafter  be  made  by  the  legislature". 
(Ordinance  of  1787). 

The  governor  was  given  tho  power  to  appoint  suoh  magistratos,  and 
other  civil  officors  in  oach  county  and  township  as  ho  ohall  find  nocoss- 
ary  for  tho  preservation  of  the  peoco  end  good  ordor. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  tho  magistrates  and  other  civil  officors  were 
reflated  and  defined  by  the  General  Assembly  which  did  not  meet  until 
September  16,  1799.    Prior  to  that  time,  the  sole  law  making  authority  in 
tho  Territory- was  vested  in  the  govornor  and  judgos,  (Ordinance  of  1787), 
who  passed  legislation  providing  for  the  office  of  Sheriff  (Laws  of  North- 
west Territory,  1788,  Ch.Il);  Coroner  (Ibid.  1788, Ch. IX);  Treasurer  (ibid. 
1792,  Ch.Il);  and  Recorder  (ibid.  1795,  p. 102).

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Tho  judicial  sys  \oi\  ui"  j.nox  Count-yv.ua  established  In  a  similar  man- 
ner.   Doforo  1795,  tho  Gonoral  Quartor  Sessions  of  the  Poaco  (Ibid.  178b, 
Ch.Il);  the  probato  judgo  (lbid.l7G8,  Ch.IIl);  Circuit  Court  (Ibid. 1795, 
p. 48);  Court  of  Common  Pleas  (Ibid.  1795,  p. 51);  and  Orphans'  Court  (ibid. 
1795,  p. 81)  wore  authorizod  and  sot  up. 

Three  commissioners  wore  appointod  in  Knox  County  by  the  justice  of 
the  court  of  the  General  quarter  Sessions  of  tho  Peace  (lbid.l795,p.lC7- 
110).    These  offioials,  unliko  those  actin:  under  the  State  constitution, 
had  relatively  lir.ited,  though  very  important,  powers  in  connection  with 
the  assossment  and  collection  of  taxes,  and  the  auditing  and  settling  of 
county  claims  and  debts. 

In  1605  the  Quarter  Sessions  were  absorbed  into  the  Common  Pleas. 
(Laws  of  Indiana  Territory,  p.  C  I).    On  January  1,  1806,  an  aot  went 
into  effect  which  created  a  new  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  incorporating  all 
the  jurisdiction  held  by  the  old  Common  Pleas,  quarter  Sessions,  Orphans' 
Court,  and  judge  of  probate.     (Laws  Indiana  Territory  1305,  Ch.XLX).  The 
courts  of  Knox  County  had  only  oommon-law  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  them 
until  1305,  when  a  Chancery  Court  was  established.  (Ibid.  1805,  Ch.XVl). 

Under  the  Indiana  Territorial  government,  the  offices  of  Surveyor 
(ibid.  1802,  Ch.l),  and  Clerk  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  (ibid.  1807, Ch. II), 
were  established  in  Knox  County.     Judges  and  other  county  officials  were 
still  appointed  by  the  Governor.     In  1814,  the  Common  Pleas  Court  was  abol- 
ished and  Circuit  Court,  with  three  judges,  was  established.     ( Ibid. 1814, Ch. 

«). 

After  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union,  the  laws  of  the  State  ap- 
plied to  Knox  County.    General  Assembly  conferred  upon  the  board,  doing 
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business  in  Knox  County,  povors  of  a  local  acministrs tive  charactor  (I  Ind- 
iana .-;ov.  Stat.,  1852,  Ch.20,  Sec.l). 

The  business  of  Knox  County  is  executed  and  discharged  by  a  group  of 
officials,  so:r.e  elected  and  some  appointed.    The  Constitution  directs  that 
there  shall  be  electa  by  t'.-.e  poople,  at  the  time  of  holding  general  elec- 
tions, a  Clork  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Auditor,  Hooorder,  Treasuror,  Sheriff, 
Coroner,  and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  6,  Sec.  2);  and  that  such  other 
country  office,  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  olected  and  apDointed  in  suoh 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  lav;.     (Indiana  °onst.f  Art.  6,  Sec. 3).  From 
this  clause,  the  Genoral  Assembly  prescribed  the  elective  office  of  Assess- 
or, (Acts  1919,  ^\irns  64-1101  /~14200 J),  and  Council  (Aots  1899;  burns  26- 
502  /~56S5 J \  and  tho  appointive  offices;  Hoalth  Commissioner,  (Acts  1899, 
Durns  26-501  /~5862 J);  Agricultural  Agent,  (Aots  1925,  Burns  28-4911); 
Komo  Demonstration  Agent  (Acts  1931;  Burns,  28u5627);  Highway  Supervisor, 
(Acts  1933,  Burns  36-1110);  and  Board  of  Publio  '.Velfare,  (Acts  1936, Spe- 
cial Session,  Burns  52-1117).    The  establishment  of  each  of  theso  offices 
causod  che  beginning  of  separate  rooords  as  prescribed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly under  the  provisions  for  each  respective  office.    Since  the  Board 
of  JAiblio  Velfare  was  not  organized  until  1936,  thore  are,  as  yet,  no  ro- 
cords. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that  the  State  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  divided  into  judicial  circuits;  and  a  Judge  and  Prosecuting  Attorney 
elected  in  each  circuit.    (Indiana  Const.,  Art. 7,  Sec. II).    The  twelfth 
Circuit,  Knox  County,  was  established  in  1887  (Acts  1337;  Burnsyl-332 
/"l-j.05  J  ).    As  an  ovorflo.v  court  to  tho  circuit,  a  Superior  Covirt  was  es- 
tablished in  1925  (Aots  1925;  Burns,  4-1001 JT 1440 J)  • 
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Botwo in  tho  adaption  of  the  Constitution  of  1316,  and  tho  Constitu- 
tion of  1351,  practically  no  ohan^os  wore  made  in  the  form  of  government 
in  Knox  County.    Vollowing  this  period  to  th3  present  tine,  changes  wore 
mainly  enlargements  of  the  government,  such  as  the  creation  of  the  offices 
above.    As  a  protection  to  tho  taxpayers  of  each  county,  tho  Board  of  Re- 
view was  established  (Aots  1019,  3urns  64-122  >/"l4205_7),  and  later  follow- 
ed the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Ad  jus  trnonts  (Acts  1933,  Burns  64-304). 
The  records  of  the  aotions  of  the  latter  board  were  incorporated  with  the 
records  affected. 

The  administration  of  education  in  Knox  County  (outside  of  municipal 
corporations), is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Board  of  Education 
and  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  (Acts  1339,1911,1913,  and  1927; 
Bums,  23-702  /~3507  J)9 

As  each  office  was  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  type 
of  records  which  should  be  kept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  particular  form 
of  the  page.    Knox  County  was  allowod  its  own  form  of  accounting  until,  in 
1909,  the  legislature  established  the  State  Board  of  Accounts  which  "shall 
formulate,  prescribe,  and  install  a  system  of  accounting  and  reporting  which 
shall  be  uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class."  (Aots  1909, 
Burns  60-202  /.  12-557^7  )•    Under  this  new  law,  somo  of  tho  records  were  com- 
bined to  eliminate  separation,  duplication  and  overlapping.    The  law  also 
permits  the  use  of  bound  looselonf  records  in  almost  all  casos  whore  tho 
records  are  typed.    The  quality  of  the  paper  and  ink,  binding,  and  rebind- 
ing  practices  are  left  to  tho  judgmont  of  the  Board  of  County  Commission- 
ers, except  that  a  good  quality  is  asked. 

".Vhonevor  it  nay  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records  for 
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for  any  offioo  of  Knox  County  from  rnuliln  Lion,  bho  Hoard  of  Corjniusionors 
insuo  an  ordor  directing  tho  offioor  in  charge  to  copy  and  trunsoribo  Iho 
rocord  for  preservation.    (Aots  1877,  Burns  26-204  /  6093 J )•    Buch  ro- 
oords  so  transcribed  have  the  force  and  effeot  of  tho  original  rooord. 
v.Aots  1877,  Burns  26-635  f 6094 J  ). 


HOUS IX  OF  PUBLIC  RECORDS 

Tho  Knox  County  courthouse,  constructed  in  1873,  of  Indiana  linostone, 
is  113'  by  64'  by  60',  allowing  513,535  cubic  foot  in  spaco.    Tho  building 
houses  tho  offices  of  Auditor,  Commissioners,  and  Sheriff,  on  tho  firs£ 
floor;  Assessor  on  tho  second  floor;  Superintendent  of  Schools  on  the  third 
floor;  and  Suporintondent  of  Highways  and  Survoyor  on  the  fourth  floor. 
There  is  an  attic  storeroom,  and  four  basonont  storerooms.    It  i3  semi- 
fireproof,  and  has  no  fireproof  vaults  for  tho  rocords.    On  January  24, 
1314,  there  was  an  explosion  and  fire  which  destroyed  practically  all  of 
tho  records  prior  to  that  date.    Tho  present  building  has  nover  boon  damaged. 
It  is  ownod  by  Knox  County  and  indobtcd  to  the  extent  of  0114,637.50,  which 
is  being  retired  at  the  rate  of  .$15,000  annually. 

Tho  Agricultural  Agent's  bureau  is  located  in  tho  City  Hall,  Fourth  and 
"ain  Strcots,  and  all  rocords  of  this  buroau  aro  housod  thoro.     It  is  ro- 
commended  that  ample  spaco  and  ocuipmont  bo  allottod  for  this  bureau  and 
records  in  the  courthouse. 

The  Assessor's  bureau,  locatod  in  tho  northeast  section  of  tho  second 
floor,  measures  26*  by  21 f  by  10',  with  ono  door  7'  by  3',  and  two  windo7re 
7'  by  4'.    The  floor  is  wood  covered  with  cork  linoleum,  coiling  and  walls, 
plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    The  ventilation  and  atmospherio  conditions 
are  good,  temperature  warm,  with  no  dust,  soot  or  dampness.    Along  the 
north  wail,  there  are  113'  of  steel  roller  shelving,  of  which  25'  are  occupied 
v/ith  threo  file  boxos  13"  and  12"  doep.    Tho  room  is  not  crowded,  allowing 
plenty  of  spaco  for  expansion  with  now  sholving.    Ono  table,  ton  ohairs,  and 
a  business  dos]:  afford  good  accomodations  for  usors.    Appro:: imatoly  1%  of 
tho  bureau's  records  ore  housod  horc. 
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The  Auditor's  bureau,  located  in  the  southeast  scotion  of  tho  first 
floor,  comprisos  a  main  office,  filing  room,  and  bascr.ont  storago  room. 
Tho  main  office  measures  50'  by  30*  by  13',  with  six  doors  8'  by  3w', 
and  tv.-o  wisdoms  12 *  by  5f.    The  floor  is  wood,  covered  with  linoloum, 
coiling  and  walls,  plaster,  all  in  good  condition,    Tho  ventilation  and 
atmospheric  conditions  are  good,  warm  tcmporaturo,  with  no  dust,  soot  or 
dampness •    Along  the  south  wall*  thore  are  197*  of  steel  roller  sholving, 
of  which  135*  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  filing  cabinets  provide 
34*  of  boxes  13"  deep.    It  is  very  crowded,  allowing  practically  no  room 
for  oxpansion.    Four  steel  doslcs,  two  counters  and  seven  chairs  provide 
good  accommodations  for  users.    Approximately  70%  of  the  bureau's  reoord3 
are  housed  here.    It  is  recommended  that  more  space  be  allotted  for  the 
proper  housing  of  these  public  records.    The  filing  room,  located  between 
the  Auditor's  and  Treasurer's  office,  measures  30'  by  15'  by  18',  with  two 
doors  8'  by  3g*j  and  one  window  12'  by  5'.    The  floor  is  wood,  covered  with 
linoleum,  ceiling  and  wall,  plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    It  has  fair 
ventilation,  atmospheric  conditions,  stuffy,  with  no  dust,  soot  or  dampness. 
Along  the  east,  west  and  south  walls,  "chere  are  134'  of  stool  roller  sholving, 
of  which  125'  are  occupied  with  bound  volumos.    The  room  is  crowded,  allowing 
no  further  space  for  expansion  with  now  shelving.    Two  tables  and  a  counter 
afford  good  accommodations  for  users.    Approximately  5%  of  the  Auditor's 
records,  40£b  of  the  Assessor's  records,  and  56/*  of  the  Treasurer's  records 
are  housed  here.    It  is  recommended  that  ample  space  be  provided  for  the 
propor  housing  of  thoso  publio  rocords.    Tho  Auditor's  storago  room  in  tho 
southeast  part  of  the  basemont,  measuros  24'  by  22'  by  10',  with  ono  door 
oV  by  5',  and  two  windows  3  1/3'  by  2w».    Tho  floor  is  concroto,  coiling  and 
walls,  plastor,  all  in  good  condition.    Tho  ventilation  and  atmosphorio  oon- 


d it ions  aro  f,ood,  tomporaturo  varion,  with  somo  dust  but  no  dampness* 
Alo&l  tho  cast,  west  and  north  walls,  there  aro  4741  of  otool  rollor 
shelving,  all  of  whioh  aro  occupiod  with  bound  volumos,  Whils  17G'  of 
bound  volunos  aro  stacked  on  tho  floor,    ?ilinc  cabinotc  provido  70* 
of  boxes  14"  doop,  occupied  with  unbound  materials.     It  is  vory  crowdod, 
allowing  no  further  space  for  no-;.-  shelving.    Two  long  countors  in  contor 
of  the  room  provide  tho  only  accomodations  for  users,    Approximately  2G;£ 
of  the  Auditor's  records,  20%  of  tho  Assessor's  records,  and  10/3  of  the 
Treasurer's  records  are  housed  here.     It  is  recommended  that  amplo  space 
and  equipment  bo  allotted  for  the  proper  housing  of  these  public  records. 

The  Clerk's  bureau,  located  in  the  southwest  cornor  of  the  first 
floor,  comprises  a  main  offico,  private  office,  courtroom  offico  on  tho 
third  floor,  and  a  basement  storeroom*    Approximately      of  tho  bureau's 
rocords  arc  housed  in  the  Recorder's  private  offico,    Tho  Clerk's  main 
office  measures  28'  by  22'  by  14',  with  two  doors  Tg1  by  3^',  and  three 
Windows  8'  by  4',    The  floor  is  wood,  covered  with  linoleum,  ceiling  and 
v;alls,  plaster,  all  in  ^ood  condition.    There  is  ^ood  ventilation,  atmos- 
pheric conditions  are  warm  and  dry,  with  no  dust,  soot  or  dampness.  Along 
three  -.vails,  and  underneath  two  steel  desks,  there  are  06'  of  stool  roller 
shelving,  of  which  do-;,-'  arc  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  filing 
cabinots  provide  593'  of  boxes  12"  deep.

-ood  condition,  with  plaster  coiling  and  walls*  in  fair  condition.  The 
ventilation  is  fairly  good,  dry  atmospheric  conditions,  cool  temperature 
with  dust  and  soot  prevalent.    Alon^  the  northwest  and  southeast  walls, 
there  are  224 f  of  steel  and  wood  roller  shelving,  all  of  which  are  occup 
with  bound  volumes,  while  6'  of  bound  volumoa-  are  piled  on  the  floor.

The  Commissioner 's  bureau  is  locatod  in  tho  southeast  soction  of 
tho  main  floor,  and  tho  records  of  this  buroau  aro  housod  in  the  Auditor's 
turcaul  and  tho  Commissioner^  storago  roon  in  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  basement*     It  measures  15*  by  15*  by  10* ,  with  one  door  7'  by  3',  and 
four  Windows  2*2"  by  2",    Tho  floor  is  concrete  coiling  and  walls,  plaster, 
all  in  good  condition.    There  is  fair  ventilation,  dry  atr.ospheric  conditions 
tonporaturc  cool,  v.lth  somo  dust  and  soot.    Along  the  north  and  oast  -.vails, 
there  are  12'  of  stool  roller  shelving,  of  'which  10*  aro  occupied  v:ith  bound 
volvcr.es,  while  20f  of  cardboard  boxes  containing  unbound  materials,  aro 
stacked  on  v:ood  shelves.    The  roon  is  not  crowded,  allowing  ample  space 
for  new  shelving,    There  are  no  accommodations  for  users.

The  Health  Commissioner's  buroau  is  locatod  in  Dr»  P.covo's  private 
office  in  the  Odd  Follows  Building*  Edward  sport,  Indiana,  and  all  of  the 
bureau's  records  are  housed  hore.    It  is  recommended  that  ample  space  and 
equipment  be  allotted  for  the  propor  housing  of  this  bureau  and  its  records 
in  the  court houso» 

Tho  Superintendent  of  Highway's  buroau,  located  in  tho  north'.vost  corner 
of  the  fourth  floor,  mcasuros  1C*  by  121  by  11^',  with  ono  door  7»  by  3', 
and  throe  windows  6'  by  2T.    Tho  floor  is  v;ood,  coverod  with  linoleum, 
ceiling  and  walls,  plaster,  all  in  good  condition.    Thoro  is  good  ventilation 
dry  and  warn  atmospheric  conditioris,  with  no  dust,  soot  or  dampness.  Along 
the  oast  wall,  thore  are  7*  of  open  wood  sholving,  of  which  !§'  are  occupied 
with  bound  volumes.    It  is  not  crowdod,  allowing  ample  space  for  now  shelving 


Ono  business  desk,  one  hard  rubbor-toppod  stool  tablo,  and  four  chairs 
afford  ~ood  accommodations  for  visors.  All  of  tho  bureau's  rocordc  aro 
housed  here. 

Tho  recorder's  bureau,  located  in  tho  northwest  cornor  of  the  main 
floor,  comprises  a  main  offico,  rocord  room,  and  stora(;o  room.    Tho  main 
office  measures  22w'  by  13  l/o1  by  14',  with  thrco  eoors  7^'  by  3^',  and 
one  window  11'  by  4*«    The  floor  is  wood,  covcrod  with  linoleum,  coiling 
and  walls,  plaster,  all  in  jjood  condition.    Tho  ventilation  is  G°°d*  dry 
and  warm  atmospheric  conditions,  with  no  dust  or  soot.    Under  a  stool 
table  in  cdntcr  of  the  room,  there  arc  25'  of  steol  roller  shelving,  of 
which  20'  arc  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  whilo  filing  cabinets  provido

Knox  County  has  an  annual  board  for  tho  roview  of  acso3omont8  and 
the  equalisation  of  the  valuation  of  real  and  porsonal  proporty.  The 
board  is  composed  of  the  Assessor,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  two  froa- 
holdors  of  opposite  political  parties,  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court,    The  Assessor  is  the  president  and  the  Auditor  is  the 
secretary  of  the  board. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  make  changes  in  the  valuation  of  the 
property  in  the  township  or  any  taxing  unit  within  tho  township,  and  to 
determine  the  rate  per  cont  to  be  added  or  deducted  in  order  to  make  an 
equitable  equalization  of  taxo3  throughout  the  county*    The  board  also 
has  the  power ,  in  proper  cases,  to  correct  the  valuation  of  any 
particular  tract  or  lot. 

If  the  board  shall  find  the  aggregate  assessment  too  high  or  too 
lov:  or  unequal,  it  may  set  aside  the  assessment  of  the  whole  county,  or 
township,  or  taxing  unit  therein,  and  order  a  new  assessment  (Acts  1919,
